Warrant For Town Meeting 


State of Maine County of Androscoggin, ss. 


To Harlie N. Brown, a Constable of the Town of Dur- 
ham, in said County. Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quested to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Durham qualified by law to vote in town affairs to 
assemble at the Town Hall in said Town of Durham on 
Monday, the twelfth day of March A.D. 1956, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
report of the Auditor and the several town officers. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to dispense 
with the check list until called for. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to leave the 
appointment of minor town officers in the hands of the 
Selectmen. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance and 
support of Schools, Superintendent of Schools’ Salary, 
Repairs of School Buildings, Support of Poor, Officers’ 
Salaries, Contingent, Payment of Town Debt and Inter- 
est, Repair of Roads and Bridges, Fire Account, Lights, 
and to defray all other expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid Road 
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Construction (in addition to the amounts regularly 
raised for the care of Ways, Highways and Bridges) 
under the provisions of Sections 44 and 49, Chapter 23, 
Revised Statutes, 1954, as amended. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to transfer from the Excise Tax account for Main- 
tenance of Route No. 9 from end of improved section 
to Pownal line. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Cutting Bushes on all 
Town Ways not under State Maintenance. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to pay the Selectmen, Town Clerk, Superin- 
tending School Committee, also men, teams, trucks, 
tractors and graders for labor on the highway for the 
ensuing year. : 


Article 10. To see what compensation the Town will 
vote to pay the Collector of Taxes for the ensuing year. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to collect at 
least 75% of each bill as presented to the treasurer, by 
any taxpayer until such taxpayer’s taxes are paid in 
full, or take any other action they deem necessary, un- 
der the article. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $45.00 for Public Health Nurs- 
ing in Durham, said sum to be expended by the State 
Bureau of Health for local services. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Special Gravel. 
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Article 14. Lo see if the Town will vote to instruct 
‘the Road Commissioner to have all Special Gravel 
money spent on or before August 1, 1956. All money not 
spent on that date to be carried over to next year’s 
Special Gravel money. 


Article 15. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay Snow Bills for 
the 1956-1957 season. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the Town 
will transfer from the Excise Tax account to the Snow 
Bill account in addition to money raised under Article 
Lb: 


Article 17. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the purchase of 
Snow Fence. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to care for Discounts 


~ and Abatements. 


Article 19. To see what action the Town will vote 
to take in regards to allowing discounts on taxes, ex- 
cept poll taxes. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to charge 
interest on all taxes unpaid December 1, 1956; interest. 
to begin September 1, 1956. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and dis- 
pose of any real estate acquired by the Town for non- 
payment of taxes thereon on such terms as they may 
deem advisable, and execute quit-claim deeds for such 


property. 
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Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Treasurer to borrow money on notes counter- 
signed py at least two of the Selectmen of the Town to 
pay the running expenses, said money to be paid from 
the commitment of the current year. 


Article 23. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the Care of Old 
Cemeteries. 


Article 24. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of War Memorial Park at South West Bend. 


Article 25. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Civil Defense and 
Public Safety. 


Article 26. Tosee whether or not the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to be paid 
to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended 
and used for advertising the natural resources, advan- 
tages and attractions of the State of Maine in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 91, Section 108, of 
the Revised Statutes of 1954. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to cooperate with the Maine 
Forest Services and Federal Government in control of 
white pine blister rust, in accordance with Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 36, Section 69. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to elect one 
member of the Budget Committee from each of the 
three sections of the Town each year.

Article 29. To elect three members of the Budget 
‘Committee. 


Article 30. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to transfer from the Excise Tax account to 
the Durham School Building Fund. 


Article 31. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for Maintenance 
of Town Hall. 


Article 32. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to transfer from the Excise Tax account for 
repair of Run-Round Bridge, so-called. 


Article 33. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for power grader and. 
ditch work for the ensuing year. 


Article 34. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Durham Volunteer 
Fire Department. By Request. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a School Building Committee, 
whose function it will be to make all preliminary plans 
and accept donations for the construction of a New 
Central School Building. This committee to oversee 
construction of said building as soon as plans are ac- 
cepted and authority given by vote of the Town. 

By Request. 


Article 36. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to transfer from the Excise Tax account to 
the Road account for use on the road, from Crosman 
Corner to the Brunswick line. By Request. 
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Article 37. To elect the following Officers to wit: 
Town Clerk, Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the 
Poor, Town Treasurer, one member of the Superintend- 
ing School Committee for three years, one Road Com- 
missioner, one Constable, and three Fire Wards. 


Article 38. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


The polls will be open at Town Hall at one o’clock in 
the afternoon and will close at seven o’clock in the 
evening.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


‘To the School Committee and Citizens of Durham: 


I herewith submit to you the annual report of the 
conditions and progress of your schools. 


The schools of Durham opened the Fall Term in 
September, 1955, with a total enrollment of 165 pupils 
including those being transported to Lisbon Falls. Fol- 
lowing are the statistics for the Fall Term: 


Crosman Corner—Grades 1, 2—33 pupils 
Teacher: Dorothy Silvius. Salary $2100 


Crosman Corner—Grades 3, 4—26 pupils 
Teacher: Helen Huston Salary $2100 


Cedar—Grades 5, 6, 7—29 pupils 
Teacher: Leola Marstaller Salary $2100- 


Southwest Bend—Grades 1-5—29 pupils 


Teacher: Lillian Perkins Salary $2000 
West Durham—Grades 1-8—23 pupils 
Teacher: Hazel Hisler Salary $2300 


Parker—Grades 1-8—25| pupils 
Teacher: Margaret Wentworth Salary $2400 


In order to find a place for the excessive number of 
pupils at the Cedar School since an additional class- 
room was not provided, it was necessary to make ar- 
rangements with the Lisbon school authorities to take 
ten eighth grade pupils .at the Lisbon Falls Grammar 
School. This proved to be a workable plan and although 
it probably may be continued for another year, should 
not be considered as a permanent arrangement, for it 
is probable that Lisbon cannot provide for these chil- 
dren beyond the next school year. 
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You have been fortunate in having your schools 
Staffed by qualified teachers. We may expect a contin- 
ued shortage of teachers for our schools and Durham 
should do its utmost by means of adequate salaries and 
good teaching conditions. 


During the past year new desks have been provided 
for the Parker and West Durham schools which have 
added much to the appearance and efficiency of these 
schools. New storm windows and insulation have been 
installed at the Cedar School and other much needed 
repairs were made. 


All school bills have been paid to the close of the 
-town books and again there is a balance to carry the 
_ necessary expenses to March. 


As this is my' final report to you, may I express my 
. Sincere appreciation to all of you who have made my 
_work for the schools of Durham so pleasant with your 
_ fine spirit of friendly cooperation. I trust that you who 
have worked so hard for better schools will see the 
_fruits of your efforts in the near future.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


With the growing recognition by the public that 
-optimum health is fundamental to National Welfare and 
defense, it is essential that the people of every community 
back their Health program in every respect. One of the 
most important methods of securing and maintaining op- 
timum health for a community is through the protection 
of its children. This should begin early in the infancy and 
preschool period of the child’s life and continue throughout 
the life span of the individual. 


One of the areas of strength in Durham during the past 
-year has been the Child Health Conferences. A total of 
three Child Health Conferences were held. A total of 
forty-three chldren were seen at these Conferences. 
Physical examinations, inoculations and vaccinations were 
given to these children. Parents were given guidance in nu- 
trition and dental health and had opportunities to have 
conferences with the doctor and public health nurse about 
child growth and development. 


At this time your public health nurse is reviewing the 
health activities of the past year and evaluating the work 
_done in your community. One of the most gratifying high- 
lights of the past year was our opportunity to offer the 
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Polio Vaccine to all second and third grade children whose 
parents wanted them to have this vaccine. 


Two series of Salk Vaccine Clinics were held in the 
schools in Durham. A total of thirteen children received 
the first and second inoculations of Salk Vaccine. 


Your public health nurse desires to assist you in every 
community activity to promote a sound and enduring 
health program. At this time she wishes to express her ap- 
preciation to all who have assisted in carrying out plans 
to meet health needs in Durham during the past year. 
Any suggestions the people of Durham may have for im- 
proving and extending the health program will be grate- 
fully received.

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REPORT OF 
WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL

Dear Mr. Guenther: 


We wish to submit the following statements regarding 
the status of white pine blister rust control in Durham. 


All trees are subject to attack by insects and diseases. 
The most deadly disease of white pines is blister rust. The 
fungus causing white pine blister rust is known scientifi- 
cally as Cronartium Ribicola. It came into the Northeast- 
ern states around 1900 on nursery stock imported from Eu- 
rope. Besides infecting white pines, the fungus also infects 
currant and gooseberry bushes, commonly called “ribes’’. 
By means of windborne seedlike bodies called spores, the 
disease spreads from pine to ribes, from ribes to ribes, and 
finally from ribes back to pine. The fungus can not spread 
from one pine tree to another. Blister rust is controlled by 
simply destroying ribes; without these bushes, the disease 

cannot spread. Needed control measures are conducted un- 
der a cooperative agreement whereby the Maine Forest 
Service and Federal Agencies work with towns and individ- 
uals in a program to destroy the ribes growing near pines. 


According to our latest records white pine is predominant 
on more than 6,100 acres in Durham. To protect this pine 
acreage, control measures have been carried out on 16,250 
-acres. To date, more than a million ribes plants have been 
destroyed in establishing complete control of the disease 
on about 1,100 acres and partial control on 15,150 acres. 


Durham made $200.00 available to help control the blis- 
ter rust in 1955 and during the season 1,280 acres were 
examined from which nearly 3,500 ribes were destroyed 
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at a cost of $490.08. (Durham, $199.78; State, $233.13; and 
Federal Government, $57.15.) In addition, two State-paid 
men spent a couple of weeks making a survey of pine con- 


ditions in Durham. This examination showed a large acre- 


age which now includes numerous pines seedlings that are 
restocking fields, pastures, cutoverlands, etc. These imma- 
ture pines could be exposed to blister rust damage for a 
number of years. 


The work scheduled for 1956 consists of reworking at 
least part of the 15,150 acres that have been partially pro- 
tected for some time. Funds that may be made available 
to help carry out the 1956 program by Durham will again 
be supplemented with State and/or Federal funds on a 
liberal basis.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted of the 
financial records of the Town of Durham for the fiscal 
year ended February 8, 1956. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit as recommended by the National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting and was conducted by Auditor 
S. S. Davis of the State Department of Audit. Audit 
analysis included all procedures which were considered 
necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial transactions of the Town were 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this 
report, present the result of the Town’s financial opera- 
tions for the period designated. Recommendations are also 
offered which are believed worthy of consideration.

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COMMENTS 
February 9, 1955 to February 8, 1956 


An audit of the financial records maintained by various 
officials of the Town of Durham has been completed for 
the fiscal year ended February 8, 1956. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions: 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $184.06, per the following sum- 


mary: 
Departmental Operations: 
Unexpended Balances $1,085.87 
Overdrafts 901.81 
Net Unexpended Balances $ 184.06 


The unappropriated balances of overlay and supplemen- 
tal taxes, amounting to $863.64 and $152.00 respectively, 
were the principal factors contributing to the net unex- 
pended balances. 

Overdrafts were noted in various departmental accounts 
(Exhibit D). The Department of Attorney General has 
advised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except 
in certain instances where emergencies arise in highway 
activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the high- 
way appropriation. 

The following suggestions relate to financial matters and 
if adopted will strengthen the financial controls materially: 
Deposits by the tax collector with the treasurer 
should be made monthly (Chapter 92, Section 
120 and Chapter 22, Section 57, Revised Statutes 

of 1954). 


Supplemental taxes should be committed to the tax 
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collector (Chapter 92, Section 30, Revised Statutes 
of 1954). 
Uncollected real estate taxes should be secured by 
tax liens (Chapter 92, Section 98, Revised Statutes 
of 1954). 
Treasurer’s deposits should be made at least twice 
each month (Chapter 91, Section 33, Revised 
Statutes of 1954). 


The utilization of prenumbered triplicate receipts 
by the tax collector is suggested. 


The practice of the tax collector to cash checks 
from town funds for other than town business is — 
not considered a municipal function. It is be- 
lieved that all receipts should be deposited intact 
in order to facilitate the identification of daily 
receipts. 

Duplicate deposit slips should be retained by the 
treasurer. 


The cashbook balance should be currently recon- 
ciled with the bank balance by the treasurer. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $11,680.84 was reconciled with a e 
statement furnished by the Depositors Trust Company, 
Lisbon Falls, Maine. A count of cash was made at the 


date of audit and reconciled with the closing balance at 
February 8, 1956. 

The audit of the tax collector’s accounts revealed that 
tax collections totaling $719.37 (Schedule A-2) had not 
been remitted to the treasurer at February 8, 1956. This 
amount is reflected as accounts receivable at that date. It 
was ascertained, however, that this amount due from the 
collector was included in the deposit of $1,462.08 made by 
the treasurer on May 8, 1956. 


Taxes receivable amounted to $4,373.93, of which 
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$2,365.51 represented unpaid accounts of the 1955 tax 
commitment and $2,008.42 applicable to prior years. 


LIABILITIES 


Insofar as could be determined there were no general 
fund liabilities at the close of the fiscal year. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Excise tax collections for the current year totaled 
$9,247.44, of which $4,000.00 was appropriated for specific 
purposes at the annual town meeting, and $300.00 was 
applied to the tax assessment by authority of the select- 
men. The balance ef $947.44 was transferred to the excise 
tax reserve. A federal reimbursement of $1,692.41 for hur- 
-ricane’ damage was also credited to the reserve account 
(Schedule A-7). Road repairs made necessary by the hur- 
ricane damage were financed in the previous year, by a 
transfer from the excise tax reserve as authorized by the 
townspeople. For this reason, the selectmen approved the 
crediting of the reimbursement to the reserve. 

The balance of the departmental accounts, which are 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements and/or by the authority of the select- 
men, totaled $5,123.39 (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $3,509:57, a 
decrease of $200.89 for the year. This change was occa- 
sioned principally by the adjustment of the reserve for 
losses on taxes less the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 


Funds held in trust by the town amounted to $2,550.00 
at the year end. These funds represent deposits for ceme- 
tery perpetual care and are on deposit in the Depositors 
‘Trust Company, Lisbon Falls, Maine. 
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AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


Available funds amounted to $67,358.99. Expenditures 
totaled $67,174.93 with education and highways reflecting 
the greater amounts. 


A method of effectively canceling paid invoices is sug- 
gested. This may be accomplished either by perforation 
or a rubber stamp device. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed 
that transfers of $4,000.00 from excise tax revenue had 
been authorized at the annual town meeting. The trans- 
fers were made as follows: o 


Snow Removal and Sanding $1,000.00 
Maintenance of Route No. 9 1,000.00 
Capital Reserve Fund - Schools 2,000.00 


Total $4,000.00 


It was noted that the selectmen applied $300.00 from excise 
taxes to supplement the tax assessment. This item was not © 
voted on by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The cash on hand in the tax collector’s and treasurer’s 
offices was counted. The cash count and bank balance at 
the audit date were reconciled with the cash balance at | 
the end of the fiscal year. Receipts and deposits were 
verified as well as warrants and bank charges. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks, supporting expenditures for 
a selected period, were test checked. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
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Transactions affecting the 1955 tax commitment were 
examined in detail and excise tax collections were verified 
with the copies retained by the collector. The record of 
the annual town meeting was reviewed and matters con- 
cerning finances were verified with the accounting records. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine if related financial 
transactions had been properly administered. 


The records of the Superintendent of Schools were not 
examined, however, his report of receipts, disbursements 
and closing balances was on file and found to be in agree- 
ment with the records of the selectmen. Bond coverage was 
examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit proce- 
dures were followed to the extent deemed advisable to de- 
velop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying statements and 
supporting information present fairly the financial position 
of the town at February 8, 1956, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

COMMENTS 


February 8, 1856 to February 6, 1957 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Dur- 
ham has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 6, 1957. The audit included an examination of 
various financial records maintained by the town 
officers. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and ex- 
‘penditures. 


In reflecting upon the amount of overdrafts charged 
to surplus, consideration should be given to the rela- 
tively larger amounts carried forward in the other de- 
‘partments. 


With reference to the general system now in opera- 
tion, it is suggested that original books of records for 
balancing and posting monthly to ledger accounts in 
accordance with recommended procedure set forth by 
the Auditing Department of the State of Maine, if in- 
stalled, would be beneficial to all town officers and con- 
‘tribute greatly toward economy in yearly audits. 


The following suggestions should be insisted upon by 
the Board of Selectmen if they desire to strengthen in- 
‘ternal financial controls: 


All uncollected real estate taxes should be secured by 
tax liens. (Chapter 92, Section 98.) 


Treasurers should make at least semi-monthly de- 
posits. (Chapter 91, Section 33.) 


An original book of records capable of reconciling 
-cash receipts with deposits and treasurer’s receipts 
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should be kept by the Tax Collector. (Chapter 92, Sec- 
tion 120.) 


Assets 


The cash balance of $10,469.24 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Depositors Trust Co., Lis- 
bon Falls, Maine. 


It was ascertained that an amount of $70.08 had been 
deposited in excess of amounts collected. 


Tax receivables were analyzed with the assistance 
of the tax collector and the unpaid accounts listed on 
the attached schedules are deemed to be correct subject 
to letters of audit for affirmation purposes. 


Liabilities 


It was determined that there were no general fund 
liabilities at the close of the fiscal year. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $3,154.05, a 
decrease of $355.52 for the year. This change was occa- . 
sioned by the charging of the amount of over expendi- 
tures of appropriations principally in the Contingent 
Account which practice is not permitted by statute ex- 
cept in certain instances where emergencies arise in 
the highway activities and then only to the extent of 
15% of the highway appropriation. 


The balances of the departmental accounts, which 
are carried forward to the ensuing year totaled $7,720.14 
(Exhibit D). 


Trust and Reserve Funds 


Funds held in trust by the town amounted to $2,550.00 
at the year’s end. The funds represent deposits for 
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cemetery perpetual care and are on deposit in the De- 
positors Trust Co., Lisbon Falls, Maine. 


Included in this report. are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed advis- 
able to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying statements and 
supporting information present fairly the financial -po- 
sition of the town at February 6, 1957, and the result 
of its. operation for the year then ended.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superiniending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Durham: 


The great increase in the enrollment of pupils in the 
various schools this year has poinied up more than ever 
the need for new school facilities. The outmoded buildings 
have created many hardships to the young people and their 
teachers. The scare of fire brought about by the terrible 
Chicago disaster has caused an evaluation of safety condi- 
tions in schools throughout the state, including those in 
Durham. As a result of the investigation by the state fire 
commissioner’s department, several of the schools have 
been declared fire hazards. To operate the schools in the 
face of these findings, is detrimental to the youth of Dur- 
ham. To ease the overcrowded conditions, we have found 
it necessary to send some students to the Lisbon Falls Gram- 
mar School. There is no assurance that the Town of Lisbon 
will be able to accommodate them another year. 


The teachers have worked very hard to produce good re- 
sults in the various schools. With many children and a 
number of grades in each school, it is very difficult to ac- 
complish the desired grade of achievement. I wish to pay 
tribute to the teachers for what they are doing for the young 
people. 


I urge the serious consideration of having a committee 
to study the possibilities and advantages of forming an ad- 
ministrative unit under the provisions of the Sinclair Law 
in the coming year, and to take whatever steps are necessary 
in the formation of such a unit. 


A workshop in the study of conservation of natural re- 
sources was held for the teachers in the fall term. There 
is a great need for the practice of conservation everywhere, 
and the teachers were shown many ways by which they 
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can assist their pupils in this area of education.

An audit of the financial records maintained by various 
officials of the Town of Durham has been completed for 


the fiscal year ending Feb. 2, 1959. 


The board of Selectmen should insist that the tax collec- 
tor and treasurer keep a cash book showing the handling 
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of town funds and these account books should be checked 
with records by the selectmen at least once a month. (Chap. 
G2, Sec. 120) (Ghan, 22, Sec, 52) 


It is recommended that the tax collector record each pay- 
ment on the cash sheets as soon as the payments are made 
and the cash sheets be numbered with treasurer’s receipts. 
Each taxpayer be given a “taxpayer receipt”, and entered on 
the cash sheets. An adequate supply of taxpayer receipt books 
should be kept on hand at all times so that no other form of 
receipt need be given. 


The taxes receivable were analyzed with the assistance 
of the tax collector and the unpaid accounts listed on audit- 
ing attached schedules. 


Uncollected real estate taxes should be secured by tax liens 
every year. (Chap. 92, Sec. 98, Revised Statutes.) 


The practice of the tax collector to cash checks from 
town funds for other than town business is not considered a 
municipal function. It is believed that all receipts should be 


deposited intact in order to facilitate the identification of 
daily receipts. 


In case of title transfer the tax collector should put both 
of the names on the tax receipt. 


Tax collector should keep all void checks and void receipts 
and never renumber them himself. Use the printed numbers. 


The tax collector should keep the certificate bonds in a 


safer place — either in the town office safe or a safety de- 
posit box. 


The board of selectmen transferring money from one de- 
partment to another should use journal entries. 


The board of selectmen should insist on any local bonds- 
man filing a financial statement with them at the town office.

Records of the town clerk were checked and verified. 


During the year at a special town meeting, the selectmen 
were instructed to pay more on snow removal contract. This 
is an overdraft which is to be raised at the next town meeting. 


Trust funds investments were examined, and the income 
withdrawn appeared to have been properly expended. Bal- 
ance was left on deposit.

ways for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Support of Poor, 
Officers’ Salaries, Contingent Account, Repairs of Roads 
and Bridges, Fire Account, Town Lights, and to defray 
all other expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
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vote to raise and appropriate to pay snow bills for the 
1960-1961 season.

Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
$495.00, raised last year under Article 37, to the repair 
and maintenance of the Durham Town Hall Account. 
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Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $50.00 for public health nursing 
in Durham, said sum to be expended by the State Bu- 
reau of Health for local services. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to collect 
at least 75% of each bill as presented to the Treasurer, 
by any taxpayer until such taxpayer’s taxes are paid 
in full, or take any other action they deem necessary 
under the article. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to leave 
appointment of minor Town officers in the hands of the 
Selectmen. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer to borrow money on notes countersigned 
by at least two of the Selectmen of the Town to pay the 
running expenses, said money to be paid from the com- 
mitment of the current year. 


Article 33. To elect three members of the Budget 
Committee, one from each section of the Town. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to act upon 
the following three articles, 35, 36, 37, by written secret 
ballot at the same time and place fixed for the election 
of Town Officers. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to construct 
a new four room school building (expandable to eight 
rooms) for elementary grades, the plans for which have 
been approved by the Superintending School Commit- 
tee, on the lot purchased by the Town from Ralph 
Sawyer, located about one-half mile from the junction 
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of Routes 9 and 136 in the Southwest Bend area, so- 
called. 


Article 36. If the action taken upon the preceding 
Article is in the affirmative and in order to aid in the 
financing of the cost of construction of said school 
building to see if the Town will appropriate all sums 
on deposit in the Durham School Building Fund for 
that purpose.

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PROPOSED BUILDING CODE 
from Article 4] 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Town of Durham as follows: 
LIES AD DesCORE 


Section |. This Ordinance shall be entitled the “Building 
and House Trailer Code of the Town of Durham.” 


Except as otherwise hereinafter provided, no house trailer 
shall be placed and no dwelling house shall be erected, 
moved, constructed, added to, altered, installed, repaired, 
maintained, occupied or used without a permit as provided 
herein or contrary to the provisions of this code; 


However, the provisions hereof shall not apply to Public 
Utilities or any branch of Government; neither shall it re- 
quire changes to existing buildings used and occupied when 
this Code becomes effective, except as provided in Section 9 
hereof, and the Laws of the State of Maine. 


DEPARTMENT OF BUILDING INSPECTION 
CREATED 


Section 2. The Department of Building Inspection is 
hereby created and will be headed by a Building Inspector, 
hereinafter called Inspector, who shall be appointed by the 
Selectmen and whose tenure of office shall begin forthwith 
and continue until the first day of April, 1961. The appoint- 
ment shall be made of a successor at that time and each suc- 
ceeding year thereafter. The encumbent shall remain in of- 
fice until a successor has been appointed. The Inspector may 
appoint one or more deputies with the consent of the Select- 
men, whose powers and duties shall be the same as the In- 


spector. 
PERMITS 


SEcTION 3. No person, firm or corporation shall perform 
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any act covered by this code without a permit therefor is- 
sued by the Inspector. The Inspector shall not consider the 
issuance of such permit until a written application therefor 
has been filed on a form provided by him. The Inspector 
shall issue such permit if he is satisfied the applicant is en- 
titled thereto, otherwise he shall deny it. The Inspector shall 
promptly revoke or suspend any permit for non-conformance 
with this Code and all acts thereunder shall cease, and shall 
not issue or restore a permit until he is satisfied of compli- 
ance with this Code or is ordered by the Selectmen after 
appeal. 


PERV EEES 


Section 4. No permit shall be issued until the following 
fees have been paid: 


New dwelling houses and additions thereto: Base fee 
$2.00 plus $.005 per sq. foot and floor area. 


Other construction permits: Base fee $2.00 
Moving: Base fee $2.00 
Permit to inhabit vacant building: Base fee $2.00 
Trailer permit: Base fee $2.00 


The Inspector shall account to the Selectmen, as directed 
by them, and the compensation for his services shall be one- 


half of the fees collected. 
DEFINITION OF DWELLING HOUSES 


SECTION 5. Dwelling Houses mean structures in which 
sleeping accommodations are provided for human beings, in- 
cluding equipment and appurtenances commonly used in 
connection therewith. 


WORKMANSHIP AND MATERIALS 


SEcTION 6. All building materials shall be of good quality. 
Workmanship in the fabrication, preparation, installation 
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and construction of materials shall conform to generally ac- 
cepted good building practice. 


SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS 


Section 7. The following requirements shall be met and 
apply to newly erected dwelling houses including those in 
process of erection on the effective date hereof, and additions 
to and the moving of existing dwelling houses. This Sec- 
tion shall apply to existing dwelling houses only, as provided 
in Section 8 hereof. 


(a) Foundations. Foundation walls shall be of mason- 
ry and extend to a depth deemed proper by the Inspector 
under existing conditions. 


(b) Sills. Sills shall be anchored to the foundation walls 
at intervals not exceeding 8 feet by anchors equivalent to 
bolts at least one-half inch in diameter with proper washers 
embedded at least 6 inches in the foundation wall. 


(c) Roofing. All roofing must be of approved brick, 
concrete, tile, slate, metal, asbestos, prepared asphalt, asbes- 
tos-felt shingles or built wp roofing, finished with asphalt- 
slag or gravel, or other approved material. Wooden shingles 
may be used if approved by the Inspector. 


(d) Sidewall Coverings. All exterior coverings of side- 
walls shall be of wood, masonry or other material generally 
accepted by good building practice. All types of tar or as- 
phalt paper and similar materials are prohibited. 


(e) Light and Ventilation. Every habitable room and 
any room used or occupied by persons shall be provided with 
natural light and ventilation by at least one window open- 
ing directly to the outside. The aggregate glass area of re- 
quired windows shall be at least one-tenth of the floor area 
of the room served by them. 


(f) Chimneys. All chimneys shall be constructed of 
masonry extending at least 2 feet above the highest point 
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where they pass through the roof, and shall rest on a founda- 
tion of masonry at or below ground level. 


(g) Plumbing. The water supply, plumbing, drainage 
and sewage disposal systems shall be installed in conformity 
with State of Maine requirements for the same. 


‘Section 8. A permit shall be required for work on existing 


dwelling houses only when they are to be moved or added to 
or there is to be renewal replacement, installation or major 
repair of those parts or appurtenances thereof set forth in 
Section 7 hereof. except sub-section (b) thereof, and not 
otherwise except as provided in Section 9 hereof. Insofar as 
this code applies to existing dwelling houses, it shall apply 
to work in process on the effective date hereof. 


CORRECTION OF HAZARDOUS AND UNHEALTHY 
| CONDITIONS 


_ Section 9. Whenever the Inspector shall find in any 


building, dwelling house or otherwise, or upon any premises 
or place, combustable or explosive matter, or dangerous ac- 
cumulation of rubbish or unnecessary accumulation of waste 
paper, boxes, shavings, or any similar flammable materials, 
and so situated as to endanger property or the health of 
persons, or liable to interfere with the operation of the Fire 
Department or egress of occupants in case of fire, he shall 


- order the same to be removed or the conditions remedied. 


No existing structure, unoccupied when this code becomes 
effective, shall be used as a dwelling house until a permit 
has been issued by the Inspector that it is fit for such occu- 
pancy and meets with the requirements and conditions set 
forth in Sections 7 and 9 hereof. 


ENTRY TO PREMISES 


Section 10. The Inspector or any deputy designated by 
him may at all reasonable hours enter any building or prem- 
ises for the purpose of making an inspection which under 
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the provisions of this code he, or they, deem necessary to be 
made. 


OCCUPANCY OF NEW STRUCTURE 


Section 11. No newly constructed dwelling house or ad- 
dition to one existing shall be occupied as a dwelling house 
until the Inspector has issued a certificate of compliance 
with the permit theretofore issued. 


ARBPEAL 


Section 12. In case of the refusal of the Inspector to issue 
a permit hereunder or he shall revoke or suspend a permit 
already issued, an appeal shall lie from his decision to the 
Selectmen. They may affirm or reverse the decision of the 
Inspector and order him to issue or restore a permit under 
conditions prescribed by them whenever the enforcement 
of this code would involve practical difficulty or unnecessary 
hardship and wherein relief may be granted without sub- 
stantially departing from the intent and purpose of this 
code but not otherwise. 


An appeal will lie from the decision of the Selectmen as 
provided by the Statutes of Maine. 


PENALTIES AND LEGAL PROCEEDING 


Section 13. Any person or persons, firm or corporation, 
being the owner or having control of any building or part 
thereof which violates any of the provisions thereof, or fails 
to obey any order of the Inspector, or his deputy, in relation 
to the matters and things herein contained, or any person, 
firm or corporation acting for him, or them, who shall assist 
in the violation of this Ordinance or any permit issued there- 
under, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be subject to a fine of not less than $5.00, 
nor more than $50.00. Each and every day the violation con- 
tinues shall constitute a separate offense. 


OO 
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Whenever the Inspector is satisfied that any provision 
hereof has been violated, and that civil proceedings will lie, 
he shall apply to the Selectmen for the purpose of institut- 
ing such civil proceeding. Any such proceeding brought shall 
be in the name of the Town of Durham and may include 
application for injunctive relief. 

This Ordinance is additional to and supplemental of 
Chapter 97, Sections 10-20, R. S. Maine 1954. 

VALIDITY AND APPLICATION 
SecTION 14. Should any provision of this Ordinance be de- 
clared by the Courts to be invalid this shall not affect the 
validity of this code as a whole or any part thereof other 
than that declared to be invalid, and all laws or parts there- 
of of this Town in conflict with this code are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent of such conflict. 
HOUSE TRAILER 

SECTION 15. 

(a) Except as hereinafter provided no house trailer shall 
be occupied as a dwelling in this town without first obtain- 
ing a permit from the Inspector. 

(b) No such permit shall be issued unless such trailers 
shall be connected to a sanitary system as in dwelling houses 
and in other respects conform to this code. The wheels of 
any such trailer shall be removed and it shall thereupon be- 
come a part of the realty and taxable as such. 

(c) The Inspector shall be satisfied that any such trail- 
er shall be so constructed and maintained as to not be dan- 
gerous to the health or safety of the occupants thereof. 

(d) This section shall not apply to any trailers which are 
placed within the town less than 15 days during any calen- 
dar year. 

(e) ‘Trailers placed before the effective date of this code 
becomes effective must comply therewith forthwith. 

EFFECTIVE DATE 
Section 16. This code shall take effect and be enforced 
from and after its adoption by the Town of Durham, Maine.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Durham: 


There were several changes in the teaching force this year. 
Mrs. Lubelle Darling replaced Mrs. Douglass at the Parker 
School; Mrs. Venona Toothaker replaced Mrs. Mains at the 
Southwest Bend school; Mrs. Vivian Ham replaced Mrs. 
Marstaller at the Cedar school; and Mrs. Nathalie Young re- 
placed Mrs. Pillsbury in .the Crosman Corner school. The 
teachers are making a concerted effort to give their pupils 
as good an education as possible. 


Again this year I urge the people of the Town of Durham 
to replace the present schools with an up-to-date building. 
The children just are not getting all they can out of their 
education. A new school is not the entire answer to educa- 
tional problems, but no matter what the business is, the en- 
vironment plays a very large part in securing the best re- 
sults. Children and teachers alike cannot secure highest 
achievement under adverse working conditions. Many of 
the problems now encountered at the schools would be elim- 
inated with a consolidated school because of being able to 
use the special talents of the teachers. 


Now that the State Legislature has validated the adminis- 
trative units under the Sinclair Law, I urge a study of the 
possibilities of an administrative unit. The Town of Durham 
is not taking advantage of the opportunities offered by the 
State in the matter of financial aid to the Foundation Pro- 
gram and aid for school construction. A citizens’ committee 
should be appointed to make a study of the possibilities and 
advantages of forming an administrative unit with Freeport 
or Lisbon.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICES 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to 
provide nursing service to people at home, at school, 
at work, in clinics and health centers, so that individ- 
uals, families and the community as a whole will be 
helped to achieve and maintain optimum health. Pub- 
lic health nursing is one of the basic health services 
that contribute to a healthy and happy way of life. 

Health is a priceless possession, defined by the 
World Health Organization as “‘a state of complete phy- 
sical, mental, and social well-being and not merely the 
absence of disease or disability”. It is wisely said that 
public health is people, who are so concerned with 
good health for themselves, their neighbors, and their 
community that they work for this priceless posses- 
sion. This wise saying guides us well, for nowhere in 
our State do we have the number of public health 
nurses we need to give all the services we would like 
to give. It follows, then, that a successful public health 
nursing program does, and indeed should, depend 
largely upon the interest, support, and volunteer work 
of the local people, individually and through organ- 
ized group effort. The public health nurse gives direct- 
ly those services that require her special professional 
nursing skills and gives leadership and counsel to the 
townspeople in developing, cooperatively, the health 
programs most suitable for their own community.

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REPORT OF WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


The following statements are submitted to show the status 


of white pine blister rust control in Durham. 


Blister rust is a tree disease which infects and kills white 
pines. Infection is carried to the pines by tiny spores pro- 
duced on the leaves of all kinds of currant and gooseberry 
bushes. The disease cannot spread from one pine to another; 
all that is necessary for control is to find and destroy the 
currant and gooseberry bushes growing near enough to in- 
fect the pines. State and Federal agencies cooperate witna 
towns and individuals to finance the cost of the control 
program. 


Our records show that Durham has 6,575 acres of worth- 
while white pine. To protect this pine acreage, currant and 
gooseberry bushes need to be eliminated on an area cover- 
ing 16,720 acres. More than a million of these plants have 
already been destroyed while establishing complete control 


on 3,975 acres and partial control on another 12,963 acres. 


Durham made $150.00 available to help out with the 
1959 program and results accomplished are as follows: 
1,324 acres were mapped on aerial photographs. All of this 
acreage was examined for currant and gooseberry bushes 
which resulted in the destruction of more than 2,200 plants. 
The cost amounted to $388.13. (Durham, $148.80; State and 
Federal agencies, $239.33.) In addition, State and Federal 


agencies paid for photographs, chemicals, supplies and other 
incidentals. 


The work scheduled for 1960 consists of reworking 11,951 


acres which have been under partial control since 1935- 


| 
| 
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1936. Funds made available by Durham to help on the 1960 
control program will again be supplemented with State 


and/or Federal funds on a liberal basis.
